Webster had closed his remarks yesterday on 
presenting his project for a Re-charter, Judge 
Leigh 
rose, and made altogether 
the best 
speech he lias made this session ; but he was 
dead against all National Bank projects, as u n ­ 
constitutional! 
On this 
point Mr Webster 
had referred, as authority for the constitution­ 
ality of a national Bank, to the practice of 
forty years; the concurrence of almost all 
the States of the Union ; and tile decision of 
the Supreme Court. 
But these authorities 
did not convince Judge L eigh ’s judgment. 
Virginia was, is, and ever would he, opposed 
to a national Bank; and lie would stand or 
tall with her. 
His speecli will soon be before 
the public ; and you can judge how gloomy 
the prospect is of gelling any hill through the 
Senate, when the chief of the Nullifiers is 
against it; and had you been a looker-on 
here, as I have for more than three months, 
y>u would probably come to the conclusion, 
that the nullifying portion of the opposition, 
who can always trim the balance, will not suf­ 
fer .Mr Webster to h a le Ihe credit of making 
any “ compromise.” Possibly, I may be wrong 
in my opinion ; but if it should hereafter prove 
wrong, 1 feel very confident now, that this is 
their present determination. 
The Nullifiers 
owe him an old grudge for supporting the 
I resident's proclamation ; and they will never 
consider it honorably paid, till Mr Webster 
either supports their cause, or has lost all 
hopes of his own political salvation.

The Hall was very much crowded ; hut all 
paid the most marked attention to the Speak­ 
er.
